Pamela, the only daughter of her parents is a treasure of theirs. She is an exemplary 
child, likes her own parents and respects them. In her letters home to them, she 
confides in them with her troubles and joys : 

The master speaks nicely to Pamela. He compliments Pamela on her writing. She 
senses that her master by privileging her crosses the boundaries between the social 
classes. She does not belongto his status. She has a self-preservation instinct as she 
is educated to be modest and virtuous. However, the father warns her : 

/ hope the good 'squire has no design: but when he has given you so much 
money, and speaks so kindly to you, and praises your coming on; and, oh, that ' 
fatal word I that he would be kind to you, if you would do as you should do 
almost kills us with fears"... we fear--yes, my dear child, we fear--you should 
'be too grateful, -and reward him with that jewel, your virtue, which no riches 
nor favour, nor any thing in this life, can make up to you 

After her father's warning, Pamela refuses any gifts or proposals of the master. She 
emphasizes her virtue and good behaviour. Pamela's story is a story of the young 
working class girl who due to her nice conduct and innocence managed to charm the 
nobleman. They got married and happily lived together. Although she came into 
fortune, she remained loyal to her ideals . Pamela never forgets her dear mother and ' 
father whom she loves above all in the world. Pamela is really virtuous, innocent . 
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The Theme of Jane Eyre 

Jane Eyre is very much the story of a quest to be loved. Jane searches, notjust for 
romantic love, but also for a sense of being valued, of belonging. Over the course of 
the book, Jane must learn how to gain love without sacrificing and harming herself in 
the process . 

Her fear of losing her autonomy motivates her to refuse Rochester's marriage 
proposal. Jane believes that "marrying" Rochester while he remains legally tied to 
Bertha would mean rendering herself a mistress and sacrificing her own integrity for 
the sake of emotional gratification. On the other hand, her life at Moor House tests 
her in the opposite manner. There, she enjoys economic independence and engages 
in worthwhile and useful work, teaching the poor; yet she lacks emotional 
sustenance . 

Although St. John proposes marriage, offering her a partnership built around a 
common purpose, Jane knows their marriage would remain loveless . 
Nonetheless, the events ofJane's stay at Moor House are necessary tests ofJane's 
autonomy. Only after proving her self-sufficiency to herself can she marry Rochester 
and not be asymmetrically dependent upon him as her "master." The marriage can 
be one between equals. As Jane says: " | am my husband's life as fully as he is mine .. 
To be together is for us to be at once as free as in solitude, as gay as in company .... 
We are precisely suited in character— perfect concord is the result " .
